KANSAS C m r , 
M o . , N o v . 10. — A 
special from Pittsburg, Kansas, says: 
"The most dreadful disaster in the his- 
tory of Kansas occurred at 5 o'clock last 
evening, when the men were preparing 
to leave their work at shaft No. 2 at 
Frontenac, a suburb of Pittsbiirg, a 
terrible explosion occurred that shook 
the earth for a gi-eat distance. 
Upon 
investigation it was found that 160 men 
were in the mine at the time, 112 feet 
below the surface, and undoubtedly all 
of them are dead. 
Two men were in 
the car coming up and as they were 
near the top they were the only men 
who escaped." 


ROCHESTEK, N . Y., Nov. 10.—Tlie 
most disastrous and fatal fire that hap 
pened in this city for many years oc- 
curred last evening, and tne loss of life 
is expected to reach between fifty and 
sixty persons. 


A general alarm was sounded at 7:30 
o'clock, and the fire was discovered to 
be in the packing room of the Roches- 
ter steam gauge and lantern works, an 
important factory employing a large 
number of men. So busy has the fac- 
tory been lately that the men have been 
working night and day to catch up on 
orders. 


The locality where the fire occurred is 
regarded as somewhat dangerous and 
when the report got abroad that the 
lantern works and the cotton factory in 
its vicinity were on fire there was in- 
tense excitement all over the city, which 
was increased when at 9 o'clock the 
rumor got abroad that a large number of 
men had been killed, 
Tlie building to 
which the fire was confined was six 
stories high. 


About sixty men were working in the 
three upper floors, and as soon as they 
found there was fire underneath they 
began to leap from the windows, ignor- 
ing the fire escapes 
with balconies 
that were ready for them 
on the 
south side of the building. 
In these 
leaps quite a niunber of men were in- 
jured, many of them so seriously that 
they will probably die. 
By 9 o'clock 
the building was entii'ely destroyed and 
five men had been taken out dead and 
sixteen seriously injured. 


LIATER, 


ROCHESTER, NOV. 10.—The pecuniary 
loss will amount to $250,000. The 
building'stood on the edge of the upper 
falls of the Genesee river. These falls 
are ninety-six feet high. 
When the 
firemen 
arrived the windows on the 
street side of the building were filled 
with men calling for help. 
Tliere were 
sixty-five men inside. 
The firemen 
answered them by telling them not to 
jump. The men paid no attention to 
the cries, and soon the air was tilled 
with falling human bodies. 
There are 
twenty-one missing men. It is supposed 
that all the missing are dead, and in the 
ruins. It was reported at 10 a. m., 
that ten more bodies had been found in 
the ruins. 


It is now known that thirty-nine lives 
were lost, and fifteen persons badly in- 
jured by last night's fire. 


NEW YORK, NOV. 10.—The fij-e in the 
manufactory of Cornell, Bingham & Co., 
paper men, in Mission place, this morn- 
ing, caused a damage to that firm of 
$20,000. 
Messrs. Benedict & Valentine, 
book binders and printers, sustained a 
loss of $5,000. The cause of the fire is 
unknown. 
Several employes were hurt 
in escaping from the building.

The Duties off the Secretary off State, 
IVIarsbalii and Presidential 
Electors. 


INDIANAPOIIIS, Ind., Nov. 10.—Tlie of- 
ficial returns from Union county were 
the first to come into the hands of 
the secretary of state, yesterday, and 
John J. Garrett, the coming sherift' 
thereof, was the fiist of the officers 
elected Tuesday to receive his commis- 
sion. 
Returns will thus be reported un- 
til they are ready for a comparison and 
estimate of the vote for state officers by 
the secretai-y of state, wluch is to be 
done in the presence of the governor. 
In regard to the returns on presidential 
electore the law requires that the mar 
shal or his deputy 
shall 
visit the 
county 
seats of his district and 
receive 
them 
from 
the 
clerks, 
deputies or sheriff officiating, and de- 
liver them, on the fourth Monday in 
November, between the hours of 9 and 
11 on said day, to the secretary of state, 
who, in the presence of the governor 
and all the marshals in attendance, be- 
tween the hours of 12 and 6 on said day, 
shall compare the returns and read 
aloud the number of votes each persons 
has received. 
After this an abstract is 
to be made, and the governor is then to 
forthwith make out and transmit by 
mail to the persons having the highest 
number of votes certificate of their elec- 
tion. 
The section—4776—providing for 
these proceedings has the additional 
provision, reading: "But if more than 
the 
number 
of persons 
to be 
elected have the greatest and equal 
number 
of vot^s, then the elec- 
tion of those having an equal number of 
votes shall be determined by lot, drawn 
by the secretary of state in the presence 
of the governor and marshals." The 
electors chosen to vote for president and 
vice president will meet in the chamber 
of the house of representatives in the 
state capitol on the first Monday in De- 
cember. If any elector fails to appear 
before 11 o'clock in the morning of that 
day, the electors present, shall, by bal- 
lot, by a majority of all present, fill such 
vacancy, which election shall be further 
certified by a majority of electors to the 
governor, who shall immediately notify 
such person of his election. 
The voting 
of electors for president and vice presi- 
dent is to be by ballot, and according 
to the requirements of the constitution 
and laws of the United States.

There

broadened and extended its us(>fuluess.

Tln> education of 
the masses is tlic uplifting lovet that has 
contributed and is contributing so much 
to the elevation of mankind, 
and the 
more universally edm-ation becomes dif-

Here in tliis country 
education is doing marvels. 
In other 
countries it is making its inHuence felt,

The Ballot Boxes of tUe Ancients—Tlie Im- 
portance of tlio Ballot in Governmenl— 
FecuHarities of a Presidential Campaign— 
A Sermon DeliTered In the 
Brooklyn 
Tabernacle. 


Text.—"Two cubits and a half was the length 
of it, and a cubit and a half the breadth of it, 
and a cubit and a cubit and a half the height of 
it."—Exodus xxxvii, 1. He said: 


Look at it—the sacred chest of the an- 
cients. 
It was about live feet long, three 
feet wide, and three feet high. 
It was 
within and out of pure gold. On the top 
of it stood two an;^els facing each other 
with outspread wings. 
In that sacred 
box was the law-, and there were in it a 
great many precious stones. 
With that 
box went the fate of the nation. Carried 
in front of the host, the wjvters of the 
Jordan parted. Divinely charged, costly, 
precious, mouientous box. No unholy 
hand» might hiy hold of it. It was 
called the ark of the covenant. 
Butyou 
will understand it was a box. the most 
precious box of the ages. 
Where is it 
now? 
Gone 
forever. Not a crypt of 
church or museum of the world has a 
fragment of it. 


But is not this 
nation 
God's chosen 
people? 
Have we not passed 
through 
the Red Sea? 
Have we not been led with 
a pillar of fire by night? Has this Nation 
no ark of the covenant? Yes. the ballot- 
box, the sacred ch(?st of the Nation, t h e 
ark of the Auiorican covenant. 


It is the law, in it is the divine and the 
human will, in it is the fate of the na- 
tion. 
Carried in front of our host again 
and again the waters of national trouble 
have parted. 
Mighty ark of the cove- 
nant, the American ballot-box! It is a 
very old box. 


In Athens, long before the art of print- 
ing, the people dropped 
pebbles into it 
to give expression to their sentiments. 
After that beans were dropped into it— 
a white bean for tlie iilhrniative, a black 
bean for the negative. 
After that, when 
they wished to vote a man out of citizen- 
ship they would write his name upon a 
shell and drop that int'. the box. 


0'Conu«ll, and Grote, and Cobden, 
and 
T.Iacaulay, and Gladstone fought 
great battles in the iutrodnction of the 
ballot boxes in England, and to-day it is 
one of the fastnesses of that Nation. It 
is one of the corner stones of our (rovrrn- 
nient. It is older than the constitution. 
In it is our national safety. 
Tell me 
what will be the fate of tlie American 
ballot-box, the ark of the American cov- 
enant, and I will tell you what will be 
the fate of this nation. 
Give the peo- 
ple once a year, or once in four years, 
an opi>ortuuity to exj)rcss their i)o]iti(!al 
Bentiments, and you practically avoid 
insurroction ami revolution. 


Either give them 
tlic biillot or thoy 
will titketho sword. Without the ballot- 
box there can be no free rei)ublicau in- 
stitutions. 
•Milton, visiting in Italy, no- 
ticed that on the sides of Vesuvius gar- 
deners and farmers were at work while 
the volcano was in eruption, and he 
asked them if they Mere safe. 
"Yes," 
Raid tlie farmers and the gardeners, "it is 
safe; all the danger is I)cfore the erup- 
tion: then comes earthquake and terror, 
but just as soon as the volcano begins to 
pour forth lava we all fee! at rest." It 
is the sn]>inession of political 
senti- 
ment, the suiijiression of public opinion, 
that makes moral eartlKjuake and Na- 
tional earthquake. 
Let jHiblic o])iniou 
pour forth, and that gives satisfaction, 
and that gives peace, aud that gives per- 
manency to good government. 
And yet, 
though the ballot-boK is the sacred chest 
and the ark of the American 
covenant, 
you know as well as I know it, as its 
Bworn antagonists, and I i)ro]>os(^ tliis 
morning in (rod's name and as a Christian 
patriot to set before you the names of 
some of the sworn eneii.ies oi this sacred 
chest, t he ark of the American covenant, 
theballot-l.ox. 
j

you will wait for yonr turn to come, ttie 
judge of election will annonuce your 
name, you will cast your vote and pass 
out.

"Withoat it elections in this 
conntry 
would be a farce. There must be a scru- 
tiny on this subject. The law must have 
keenest twist rfor the neck of repeaters. 
Something more than slight imprison- 
ment. It is an attempt at the assassina- 
tion of the Republic^ when a man at- 
tempts to put in a spurious vote. 
In 
olden 
times 
when "men laid 
unholy 
hands on the ark of the covenant they 
dropped down dead. 
Witness Uzzah. 
And when men attempt to put %nholy 
hands on the American ballot-box, the 
ark of the American covenant, they de- 
serve extermination. 


Another powerful foe of this sacred 
chest is intimidation. 


Corporations sometimes demand that 
their employes vote in this and that way. 
It is skillfully done. It is not positively 
in so many words demanded, but the 
employe understands he will be frozen 
out of the establishment unless he votes 
as the firm do. So J QU can go into vil- 
lages where there are establishments 
with hundreds of thousands of employés, 
and having found out the politics of the 
head men in the factory, you can tell 
which way the election is going. Now, 
that is damnable. 
If in any precinct in 
the United States a man cannot vote as 
he pleases, there is something awfully 
'wrojig. 


How do you treat that employe who 
votes 
differently from what you do? 
Oh, you say yon do not interfere with 
his right of suffrage. But you call him 
into your private office, and you find 
fault with his work, aud after a while 
you tell him there is an uncle or an aunt, 
or a niece, or a nephew that must have 
that position. You do not say it because 
he voted this or that way, but he knows 
and God knows it is. If that man has 
given to you in hard work an equivalent 
for the wages you pay him, you have no 
right to ask anything else of him. He 
sold you his work; he did not sell you 
his political or religious principles, liut 
you know !is well .'is I do there is some- 
times on that sacred chest, the ark of the 
American covenant, a shadow 
corporate 
or monopolistic. 


I do not wonder at the vehemence of 
Lord C!hief Justice Holt, of Holland, 
when he said: "Let the people vote 
fairly. 
Interference with a man's 
vote 
is in behalf of this or thiit jiarty. I give 
you notice that if an offender against the 
law comes before me I will charge the 
jury to make him pay well for it." No 
shadow plutocmtic ormohocratic or cap- 
italistic. 
Every man voting in his own 
way—God aud his own conscience the 
only dictator. 


Another i)owerful foe of that sacred 
chest, the ark of the American covenant, 
the ballot-box, is bribery. 


Yon know something of the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars that were «ÎX- 
j)euded to carry Indiana in IHSO. You 
know something of the vast sums of 
money expended in Brooklyn and New 
York in other years to carry elections. 
Bribery is one of the disgraces of this 
country. 
And there will be more money 
used in bribery this autumn's election 
thau in any previous 
election. 
It is 
often the case that a man is nominated 
for office with reference to his capacity 
to ¡»rovide money for the elections or 
with reference to his capacity to com- 
mand money from others. 
You know 
the names of men who have at diff'erent 
times gone into the gubernatorial <diair 
or congressional office buv-ing their way 
all through. 
J tell you no news. 
Your 
patriotic heart has been pained again and 
again with it. 


Very often it is not money that bribes, 
but it is office. "Yon make me Tresident 
;ind I'll make you a Cabinet officer; you 
make me Governor and I'll make you 
Surveyi>r General; you make me Mayor 
and I'll put yon on the water board: you 
give me position and I'll give you j)osi- 
tioii." 
That is the form of bribe often 
anil often in these great cities. 
I do not 
say it is in our city, but you know again 
and again througliout the land these 
have been the forms of bribe offered. So 
it is often tlic c.'ise that by the time a 
man comes to an office to which he has i 
been (dected, he is from the crown of 
head to the sole of fi,dt mortgaged with 
l^ledges, and the man who goes to Al- 
bany or to Wasliington to get an office is 
applying for some i)ositii>n which was 
given away three months before the elec- 
tion. 
Two long lines of wtirm fence, 
one worm fence reaching to .\lbany and 
the other to •Washington, and there a 
great many citizens astride the fence, 
and they are equally poised, and they 
are waiting to see on which sidt; there is 
most emolument, .-lud on this side they 
get down. 
Bat bribery kit'ks botli ways, 
it kicks tin- man that "olfers it and the 
man that takes it. Briliery to-day you ! 
will admit to be one of the mightiest ; 
foes of the American ballot-box. 
: 


Another great enemy of that 
sacred 
chest is defamation of character. Can 
you tind out from the newspapers when 
two men are running for office which is 
tile best? 
ilow often in tli(> antnmnal 
elections the good man is denounced and 
tlu; b^'d man applauded, so that you e;in 
come sometinii s to no just ojiinion as to 
who is the best man, and there are hun- 
dreds and thousands of electors who go 
uj) to vote so utterly bcfoggedthey know 
not what they do. 
Is not that a fearful 
intluence to bo brought upon the ballot- 
box of this country? It has been so 
every since the foundation of this Gov- ; 
ernmeut.

There are in these i and then England will 
great autumnal elections men sitting in 
editorial chairs who write with a quill, 
not plnckeil from the stupiil goose or 
sublime eagle, but from a turkey buz- 
zard! 
Ghouls! 
Ghouls! 
They tip the 
city sewer into their editorial inkstands. 
Defamation of character is one of the 
curses of the American ballot-box to- 
day. 
In your great Presidentiiil elec- 
tions who can tell from what he roads 
who is the man he ought to vote 
for? 
Bad meu sometimes applauded, 
good 
men denounced. 


Another wonderful foe of the sacred 
chest, the ark of the American covenant, 
the ballot-box, is the rowdy and drunken 
caucus.

locket Patriot tolls how a young po- 
iccman, Churles Waynes, stops a run- 
iway hor.io: "When you see a runaway 
coming do not try to check him by a 
rush from tho opposite direction or the 
tide, for you will bo 
iinnifdiately 


mocked flat by the collision, but in- 
stead prepare yourself for a short run 
with the horse. Measure with your 
eye the distance, and start for the run 
while he is yet soino way off—perhaps 
en feet in the case of fair to medium 


naways. You may depend upon his 


tecping a straight line, for a really 
Tightened horse is half blind and 
would not veer'for a steam engine. Ho 
vill go straight ahead until ho smashes 
nto something. 80 do you get close 
o the line OH which ho is rushing,' 


and, 
as ho passes you, grab the reins 


icar tho saddle. Gather the reins 
irmly, and thgn, leaning backward as 
-on run, give them a powerful yank, 
foil may be able to brace yourself 
somewhat as you give the yank, half 
liding on your feet. Tho strong jerk 
in the bit tells the horse that he again 
ma a master, and prepares him for the 
inal struggle. A step or two forward 
ifter the first yank, do it again. 
This 


s tho finishing stroke. It never fails 
vhen given by a determined man. Tho 
lorsc is on its haunch03. Keep a firm 
mil on the reins till you grasp the 
mrsc by the nostrils, and hold him so 
ill he is pacified." 


In stopping a span of horses Maynea 


ries to get on the side of the wilder 
>ne, as if pulled, to its BOUSCS the other 
ino can bo managed. Tho task is easier 
f the horse has a curb bit. A runaway 
nay also be stopped by the driver in 
;he samo manner: "If you pull steadily 
vith all your strength on a curb bit," 
ays Maynes, "tho ftffect pn the horse's 
aw is just what it is if you tie a. cord 
ightly about your finger. Tho blood 
loosn't flow and the finger becomes 
numb. 
After a firm pull has been 


maintained on tho horae's mouth for a 
vhile it ceases to have any effect. You 
jannot then force him out of a run if 
10 is frightened. But give him his 
lead a little till the mouth recQvcrs 
rom its numbness, lash him with tho 
vhip if you have ft free road, and then 
give a sudden yank. He will come 
Town. If the first yank isn't, enough 
give him one inoiv;. There isn't a horse 
on earth which can run away with a 
lonipolent driver if Iho harness holds,"

practically „„„ aml indivisible—the 
two are fused together. Tho ancient 
had pottery, properly speaking; the 
moderns have porcelain.' But althongl 
there was this difference of tho glaze 
the ancient glazes did not diner so 
greatly as might bo supposed fron 
those of modern times; their bines ant 
greens were of compounds of copper, 
their violet was gold, their yellow was 
silver, their white was salt of tin, while 
they used lead, cobalt, and other ma- 
terials well known to modern pot- 
teries.

In West Asia Damascus was the cen- 
ter of the trade and manufacture of 
porcelain, and the Damascene goods 
were famous both in Asia and in 
Europe for their elegance of form and 
for the taste and skill with which they 
were colored. Bottles, bowls, dirties 
tiles, lamps and a hundred more ar- 
ticles of ornament and use came from 
the furnaces of Damascus in almost 
endless profusion, and for a time it 
seemed as if tho abundance of tho wares 
would renderthem valueless by makiflu 
them too cheap. Bnt china is so ex- 
ceedingly fragile that only time is 
needed to correct such an evil ns 
abundance, and little by" little the 
Damascus pottery disappeared, nnt 
| now ,l „ quite as high-priced as mos 
of the early Italian wares 


There is one peculiarity concerning
